THE IMPRISONED COMMUNISTS.

The following are ex{racts from a letter in
the Zimes, describing a visit to the Commu.-
nist prisoners at Satory: —

“I'he varions stables being inadequats to
accommodate more than a portion of the
f:l_noners, the others were penned like sheep

the corpers of the enclosure. There they
stood behind a rope, watched by numerous

endarme wentries with loaded Chassepots,
gtl tholmm.t part mot.ionlieas. many ti:f them
probably sick and suffering, some in rags,
soma b{rei'aoted, many with dirty handker-
chiefs as tha sole covering for their heads.
As some yprotection—a very slight one—
against the rain that poured steadily down,
some had covered their shoulders with wisps
of the straw they bhad slept upon. Most of
them looked stolid and sallen. Our gen-
darmes ssid they were generally very
meek, and volunteered readily for fatigne
duty. If those in the open were
e to the elements, they at any rate
breathed a purer atmosphere than was
to be found in the stables. We entered
one of these, crowded with men of all ages,
some grey-headed, some boys of fourteen.
Most of them were standing, but in the back-
ground, whers the light was dim, many re-
cnmbent forms could be distinguished as soon
as the eye got nceastomed to the gloom, The
appearance of four strangers, escorted by a
gendarme, evidently caused a sensation, and
ly awakened hopes and fears. The
munists crowded round us, opening only
& parrow avenue for our passage. The at-
m gre was unspeakably noisome. It was
w ful to see such a naomber of ignoble
faces, and with such a vile expression,
brought togetbher, Among those in the first
stable we eutered it was almost in vain to
seek a countenance that would not have con-
demned its owner in the eyes of the most
lenient pbysiogoomist. Our guide told us
that pumbers of them had arrived drank, half
mad, or completely stupefied with the aleohol,
with tobacco steeped in it, which had been
gerved oul to them by their leaders.

To prevent outbresks and secure many
thousand desperate oharacters who are net-
ther handecffed or nnder bolts and bars, great
precautions and severity are necessary. In the
walls of the enclosure holes have been made,
through sowe of which the mouths of can-
non grin, charged with grape and canister,
while at others sentries are stationed. The
pight before last a prisoner approached one
of these ewhrasures und persisted in looking
through. The sentry warned him to retire,
once, twice, and thrice, and then he blew his
brains out. The top of his skull, we are
told, flew over the wall, The vietim had evi-
dently souglit his death.

“Belore leaving we visited the women's
prison, which i8 a two-story Louse in a corner
of the enclosure near the enirance gate.
There were about two hundred of them, for
the most part such as are commonly found
in the neighborhood of soldiers’ barracks or
in the lowest outskirts of Paris, squalid and
dangerous localities, of which sketohes are to
beread in the pages of Sue and of other
romanoe writers whose taste iv is to dive inte
the lowest depths of huwan depravity and
d&nﬁﬂun. There were some grey-haired
old women and some rather pretty youn
opes, but the majority were hard-f
sud middle-aged, snd of imlnsuribn.hlg repul-
sive et. One gaunt Amszon bad a sort
of orm coat with & white band snd red
oross upen the arm, and when sbe arrived,
wa were told, she wore epsulets. Madame
Milliere had been there, who did the
honers of the Hotel de Ville, aud who came

attired, bui she had lsft before

our visit, One girl struck we partionlarly.
She did not look above sightesn, but may
have been two or three years older, She was
slender and well formed, with a profusion of
fair bair, terribly dirty and tevgled, whereas
of the other women, H«lualtﬁ aud dirty
m clothes might be, bsd evidently taken
pains to cunb and arrsnge their haic in the

Section 1, ‘I'be Belect =3 Uommon Conncils
of the City of Phlladel;5ia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelpbia be and he is hereby
suthorized to bhorrow at nol less than par, on
the eredit of the city, from time to time, four
hundred and twenty-five thonsand dollurs,
to be applied ns followa, viz:—
First. For the construction of cul-
verts, one hundred and weéaty-five thou-
eand daoliars. Becond. For the purchase of
ground and the ervction and extension of baild-
ings for Police Blation-bons=es, three hundred
thousand doliars. For which interest, not Lo
exceed the rate of gix per cent. per annum,
shall be pald balf yearly, on the first days of
Jonuary and July, at the office of the City
Treapurer.
